LONG BANKING ON BOSTON 


Will Roll Up a Plurality of 
48,000 in City, Party 
Leader Asserts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 3.—The Massa- 
chusetts campaign closed tonight with 
a final burst of activity on both sides. 

Governor Coolidge made his last speech 
at Fanueil Hall at noon and left at once 
for Northampton, his home... Richard 
H. Long, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, spoke in Worcester in the after- 
noon and made a whirlwind tour of 
Boston, Cambridge, and .Chelsea to- 
night. . ~ 

The campaign managers on both sides 
expressed confidence of the outcome of 
tomorrow’s balloting. Frank B. Hall, 
Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, although declining to give fig- 
ures, said: 

‘Governor Coolidge’s plurality will. be 
so tremendous as to settle once and for 
all the question of law and order in 
Massachusetts. ihe Old Bay State al- 
Ways rings true.’ 

Martin siall, Chairman. of the Long 
Campaign ittee, predicted. the 
election of the Democratic candidate by 
a plurality of 60,000 or more. 

Long's supporters are banking on a 
large plurality In Boston, where they 
expect to roll up a lead of 48,000, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hall. The latter esti- 
mates a total vote in Boston of 92,000. 

Chairman Hormel of the Republican 
City Committee figures that Boston will 
be carried by Long by 15,000 or less, 

Last year Boston gave Long 46,659 and 
Coolidge 26,750, a plurality for Long of 
19,909. 

The vote'of the State in 19018 was: 
Coolidge, 214,863; Long, 197,828. The 
total vote, including candidates of minor 
parties, reached 416,361. Both parties 
expect that. the total vote tomorrow will 
far exceed that ever before reached in 
the State. * 

it is on this expected heavy vote that 
the Republican leaders are counting to 
make certain the re-election of Gover- 
nor Coolidge. They have given greater 
attention during the past two weeks to 
stirring. the local city and -town com- 
mittees to get out the vote than ever 
before. Not since in 1915, when McCall 
defeated Walsh for re-election, have the 
Republican’ managers thoroughly can- 
vassed the State with the idea of getting 
the voters to the polls. 

Another factor on which the Coolidge 
men rely to bring victory to the Gov- 
ernor is the bolt of Democrats..because 
of Mr. Long’s utterances on the police 
crisis in Boston and the refusal of the 
Democrats in convention to support 
President Wilson in his fight for the 
League covenant. Evidence of the bolt 
is seen in all parts of the State? 

The defection started a few days after 
the ‘State Convention, when Joseph B. 
Ely, Chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee of the State Convention, an- 
nounced that he could not support Long 
and other candidates ‘on the ticket un- 
less they repudiated the platform on the 
League covenant and the Boston police 
matter. 

Since then well known Democrats, like 
Henry B. Bndicott, Frank H. Pope, 
Henry M. Whitney, Mayor Charles 8. 
Ashley of New Bedford; and William F. 
Fitzgerald have’ anounced their inten- 
tion to vote for Governor Coolidge be- 
cause of his stand on the police strike. 

Despite Halls prediction that Long 
will carry Boston by 48,000, he and his 
associates are much worried over the 
desertion of their candidate by Boston 
Democrats. <A fleet of auto trucks was 
sent out by the Long campaigners to- 
night, with red fire, megaphone ora- 
tors, and other devices, in the hope of 
bolstering up their cause in this city. 

So far as indicated by the betting, the 
pendulum has swung further in favor 
of Coolidge than it did Saturday night, 
when several wagers were laid at. $200 
on the Governor:to $100 on Long. One 
man in a downtown hotel tonight offered 
$1,000 on Coolidge to $400 on Long. He 
found no takers. Later he succeeded in

PLYMOUTH, Nov. 3.—Lady Astor 
opened her election campaign here to- 
day,-and if she is successful, as she 


probably will be, a new and interesting 
personality will enrich British public 
life, for she has views of her own and 
will not fear to express them, however 
they fit party exigencies at Westmin- 
ster. Lady Astor can never be ignored, 
and she has her own way of overcom- 
ing opposition. 

** She’s a lively one; that she is,’’ one 
of the Astor tenants at Cliveden said 
admiringly, and Plymouth thinks the 
same, 

She drove this morning to the Barbi- 
can, one of the poorest districts of her 
constituency. Her carriage was marked 
only by a red, white and blue bow which 
her stout old coachman sported on his 
whip; but every one knew her, and as 
she waved to them they waved back and 
gazed long after her. The fish market 
was in’ progress at the Barbican, and 
in a moment Lady Astor’s siim figure 
Was surrounded by & crowd of blue-jer- 
seyed fishermen, hatless women and 
ragged children. She made no speech, 
but joked and chaffed with all of them. 
Some were against her and said so, but 
that did not worry her. 

“If you dom’t want me, I don’t want 
to’ be here,’’ shé cried. ‘* Only dont 
go yelling and yapping about brotherly 
love unless you've got it in your hearts, 
The State can't- make angels of you.’’ 

But there was something like a wink 
in’ her eye as she said it. <A gitl ik 
some kind of distress pressed close to 
her, and she listened even as she ex- 
changed repartee with the Socialists, 

Tne photographers induced her ‘ to 
board the trawier Good s#riend to have 
her picture taken with the skipper. 
** Why, he wont vote for me; I won’t 
pose with him,”’ she laughed; but she 
did it. 

Amid all her vivacious: chaff, Lady 
Astor touched on one point that in the 
belief of her friends has already as- 
sured her election. ‘‘I want for your 
children what 1 want for my children,” 
she said; and the Barbican folk know 
she spoke the truth. Close by was the 
batter Street Club for boys and girls, 
which she founded and keeps going, 
and every one here is acquainted with 
the Cecil Street Créche and the Dou- 
stand Home for Invalid Children, which 
she has. established. 

** Lady Astor will be elected for what 
she has done already, and not for what 
she will do,’’ one of her supporters said 
to THe New York Times representative ; 
and her opponents fear that this is so. 
~A labor spelibinder attacked her last 
night for her very generosity. 

** Plymouth doesn’t want blankets 
or coals,’’ he shouted. ‘It doesn’t in- 
tend to be sold.for foreign gold. It 
will resist the glathour of American mill- 
ions.’ But in a constituency where 
poor women are the majority of the 
voters Lady Astor's true kindliness will 
assuredly be her greatest strength. 

It cannot be denied, however, that her 
American birth is telling against her. 
Thoroughly as she has identified herself 
with England for years, certain sections 
here cannot help feeling a little hurt 
that the first woman likely to take a 
seat in Parliament is of’ American birth, 
and a particularly charming and deter- 
mined one, at that. A lady of the Ameri- 
can clubwoman type is about to be pro- 
jected into British politics, and some of 
the Old Guard are rather worried as to 
what she will do to them.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—After vain 
attempts by the majority and minority 
forces ‘of the Senate today to obtain 
unanimous agreement for a final vote 
on the Versailles treaty, the Seneral im-

stage of deadlock with slight chance of 
ratification before the recess of Con- 
gress late in the month. : 

For the majority Senator Lodge 
pressed his proposal, offered last week, 
for @ final vote on Nov. 12 on the com- 
mittee reservations as a bart of the 
resolation of ratification. “This was 
blockéd by Senator Hitchcock, leader of 
the minority forces, who offered a 
counter-proposal, by which the final vote 
on the majority resolution would be 
taken on Thuraday of this week, after 

ich; if it were ‘defeated; minority 
reservations would be considered, with a. 
final vote on a resolution embodying 
them by Saturday. 

Senator Hitchcock's proposal, which he 
urged as @:means of allowing the mi- 
nority an opportunity to effect a com- 
promise on reservations, was* opposed by 
Sehator Lodge, who. contendéd that the 
minority had all the chance it needed to 
oktain a vote on substitute reservations 
béfore the final vote was taken on the 
epolution of ratification. 

The minority leader denounced Senator 
Lodge’s proposal as intended to block 
any effort to reach a compromise. The 
majority, he said, appeared to have the 
vates necessary to **‘ jam ’’ their reserva- 
tions through and, furthermore, ap- 
peared bound to prevent the minority 
from obtaining a vote on milder reserva- 
tions if the latter felt impelled to vote 
against the drastic ones projected by the 
Foreign Relations Committee majority. 

In the course of the debate on Senator 
Hitchcock’s proposal Senator McCumber 
of North Dakota,-a leader of the mid- 
dle-ground reservationists,. urged upon 
the Nebraskan the futility of attempting 
to obtain agreement upon ‘it. Mr. Mc- 
Cumber cleatly indicated that _the 
middle-ground Senators were going to 
support the bulk of the committee reser- 
vations. As for himself, Mr. McCumber 
said he would vote against the pre- 
amble offered by the committee and 
against a few of the fifteen reserva- 
tions promulgated by it. 

Senator McCumber promised = Mr. 
Hitchcock that if the ratifying resolu- 
tion with the majority réservations were 
defeated he would moyé to reconsider 
the vote so as to cbhtain one on com- 
promise reservation, such.as Mr. Hitch- 
cock had in mind. But he gave Mr. 
Hitchcock plainly to understand that the 
majority stood solidly at this time for 
nearly the entire con.aittee program. 

Later in the day Senator Hitchcock 
said he might renew his effort. for 
unanimous agreement ,in a day or so. 
Whatever agreement he proposed, how- 
ever, he said, would embrace a clear 
stipulation to allow the minority 
reservations to come up for vote after 
the defeat of the original ratifying 
reservation.

12. He would not insist upon arbi- 
trarily fixing Nov. 12 as the date for 
the final vote, he explained, but he 
would insist upon some agreement, if 
ny 4 were entered upon, that would be 

He did not 
oppose fixing a time Hmit on debate, he 
explained, but -was anxious that the 
Senate agree upon a time when the 
final vote should be taken. 

Senator Hitchcock; combating the 
Lodge proposal, d that the ype 
of the minor involved a ‘ 
point ’’ in their fight for ratification et 
the treaty.

When President CaRRANZA says that 
he has’no desire to retain his office 
and will be glad to turn it over to the 
candidate duly elected by the people, 
there is*no reason to doubt his sin- 
cerity. Never was a Mexican iess of 
@ man on horseback in aspiration and 
temper. While VENUSTIANO CARRANZA 
has been everything in public life 
from Municipal Judge to President, he 
cannot be called a professional polf- 
ticlan, It is true that he has been 
accused of ‘ playing to the gallery "' 
when dealing with questions of inter- 
national relations. His front to the 
United States is often bristling and 
he tears the air with passionate’ ex- 
‘clamations of conventional patriotism, 
but ‘he is an intense nationalist, some- 
times. deaf to reason. Although he 
has ideals he is not a man of vision, 
rather slow than stupid, and always 
stubborn. Tact he has none. He is 
obsessed with the idea that the out- 
side world regards Mexico as an 
American China to be exploited,.and 
he growls out protest and defiance 
like an honest watchdog. In no sense 

President CARRANZA a politician as 
tlie term is generally understood. 

“You may be sure,’’ said the 
President of Mexico to THE New YorkK 
Trmgs correspondent, ‘* that I will be 
‘* one President, if not the first; who 
‘**has completely retired to private 
** life.’’ If almost any other public 
man in Mexico made such a statement 
he would not be believed. Mexicans 
have usually lost the Presidency or 
retired from it only to intrigue to oust 
a successor by leading a revolutionary 
movement. But there have been few 
Mexicans just like CaRRANZzA. His 
revolt against HugrTa was the act of 
a reformer, not the act of a military 
adventurer consumed -with ambition. 
Carranza, born in the little city of 
Cuatro Ciénegas, had always been a 
tiller of the soil and a bookish man, 
introspective, sluggish, a dreamer 
(but not a visionary like Maprero) 
rather than a man of action. He 


, herded, ,he planted, he studied polit- 


ical economy, and spent a good deal 
of time in his library. He was 
the oddest revolutionary leader ever 
known in Mexico, but he had an 
honest desire to serve his people. His 
defiance of. HUERTA was not spectac- 
ular, he was ‘tremendously in earnest. 
. CARRANZA plodded his way to suc- 
cess, overcoming all obstacles by sheer 
persistency. He must have repeated 
a hundred times, almost like a parrot, 
the statement: ‘‘ Iam the only leader 
‘* recognized as supreme by all the 
** chiefs of the revolution. What we 
** fight for:is the Constitution of our 
‘* country_and the development of our 
‘* people.*’ In the interviews he gave. 
to foreign . newspaper ‘correspondents 
he said this over and over again, with 
no trace.of. emotion on..his face, and 
He sata ttle more. PancHo VILLA 
regarded him as. a joke, but ended 
by having to take him seriously. Car- 
RANZA lumbered along like a ‘‘ tank ’’ 
to. his ‘objective, slow but irresistible. 
General OpneGon has used a similar 
figure of speech about him. Impa- 
tient ‘with the President's insistence 
upon reading every document through, 
word for word, before signing it, the 
General did not form a high‘ idea of 
his ‘chief’s intelligence at first. Later

WHY TAKE THE TURK? 

There is much to be said in favor .of 
an American mandate for Armenia. 
Something can be said, though’ not 
very much, in favor of an American | *” 
mandate for Constantinople. More 
can be said against it. It is hard to 
see what can be said in favor of an 
American mandate for a residuary 
Turkish State in. Anatolia; or,, worst 
of all, for an American mandate over- 
the whole Turkish Empire. 

Perhaps something can be said for 
it, but it has not been said yet.. Mr. 
Grasty’s dispatch in Sunday’s TIMEs 
presented the arguments which are 
being made in Paris’ by those. who 
favor an American mandate for what 
is described as ‘‘all the Turkish- 
spéaking: territory,’’ but which turns 
out in fact to be the Turkish-speaking 
territory, plus the territory where 
Greek or Armenian is the principal 
language, plus the Transcaucasian re- 
publics of Georgia, Russian-Armenia, 
and Azerbaijan, which suddenly come 
into the argument out of nowhere in 
particular. The reasons given for this 
piece of statecraft are somewhat 
diverse. We are to save the remains 
of Turkey from the rivalries of Euro- 
pean Powers, which sounds like the 
argument of somebody who does not 
like the Greeks. ‘* A mandate for 
‘* Armenia in order to be successful 
‘* would have to include Constantino- 
‘* ple,’ because ‘one-eighth of the pop- 
ulation of that city is Armenian; which 
is equivalent to saying that an Irish 
republic would have to include Boston, 
or that union of Jugoslavia would be, 
incompleté without the mining dis- 
tricts of Western PennSylvania. 

Another argument is that it would 
save the feelings of the Turks, ‘* who 
** are willing to have properly accred- 
‘* ited Armenians formerly resident in 
‘* Turkey come back, but don’t want 
‘‘ Russian Armenians.’ It may be 
that the worid will have to submit: to 
Turkish ideas as to what Armenians 
are properly accredited, but America 
does not want to become accessory 
after—and perhaps before—the fact of 
murder and worse crimes. i 

**A mandate for Armenia alone 
would be a gold brick,’’ but **‘ a man- 
** date over the whole territory, with 
‘Constantinople as headquarters, 
** would be something worth while,’’ is 
the argument in Paris, It would cost 
us, we are told, only twenty years’ 
work and a billion dollars and an 
army of 50,000 men. Worth while, 
undoubtedly, for the Turks; hardly 
for the Armenians or the Greeks or 
the United States. : 

What.is the real motive of the men 
in the shadow who have persuaded 
some statesmen of talent and integrity 
to demand this © billion-dollar .gold 
brick? It will have to:be a better 
argument than any of the pretexts so 
far advanced.

RUNS COURT WITH DISPATCH 





Wins Commendation of Attaches by 
_ Businesslike Manner — Re- 
celves Congratulations. 





Without the slightest trace of nervous- 
ness, and with the same composure that 
a male judge would show, Mrs. Jean H. 
Norris took upher duties yesterday at 
the Women’s Day Court as the first 
Woman judge in this State’ After serv- 
ing with Judge Norman J. Marsh since 


‘last Tuesday, during which time she lis- 


tened attentively to the decisions which 
Judge Marsh gave, Magistrate Norris 
sat alone, heard cases, and passed judg- 
ment. 

Clothed in the black, judicial gown, 
Magistrate Norris entered ‘the court 
room at 10:30 o'clock. Immediately after 
the attendant had opened court Miss 
Amy Wren, President of the Brooklyn 
‘Women's Bar Association, rose and of- 
fered the congratulations of her organi- 
zation to the woraan judge.’ The Magis- 
trate responded briefly. Then followed 
women representing the Women’s City 
Club. and the: Democratic women of the 
Tenth Assembly District, ofwhich Mrs. 
Nerris is a leader. 

The Magistrate showed lUttle ere 
tion in her judicial activities, making 
use of the thirty years’ experience of 
Chief Clerk Charles Anthes only once 
or twice, when he whispered a few 
words of advice in her ear. Assistant 
District Attorney Rose Rothenberg, whvo 
has been serving in the Women's Court 
since July,, was also at hand to be of 
service if needed. 

The: Magistrate was courteous in the 
extreme. When she directed plaintiffs 
to take the stand, she prefixed her re- 
quest by “Please.” She did not use the 
gavel which lay on her desk at all., 

The first case. she heard was that of 
Gladys Pricard and Florence Dunn, 16 
and 17 years old, who were charged with 
being in¢orrigible. When the Judge ad- 
journed the case until the afternoon 
their counsel, Frank Aranow, asked that 


: they be paroled in his custody in the 


meantime. She refused the request, but 
when the case came up later both girls 


‘were placed on parole. 


Insists Upon Complete’ Evidence: 
Annie Bondrock was charged with 
Magistrate Norris lstened 
attentively to the testimony of the po- 
liceman who arrested her. She asked 
the defendant a few questions, and then 
relénsed her, saying the evidence was 


‘insufficient. 


Two alleged shoplifters, one a negro, 
she placed under -$200 bail each for 
Special Sessions. Another woman was 
charged with *‘ jumping” her bail of 
$1,000 and fleeing from the city a few 
months ago. Magistrate Norris con- 
sented to postpone this case until to- 
morrow. 

In the afternoon the magistrate dis- 


, charged three out of four prisoners who 


were brought before her. In each case, 
she said that there was insufficient evi- 
dence aguinst them, aithough one admit- 
ted having been convicted twice of a 
similar offense. 

.Although not called upon, on her first 
day, to render any imporiant decisions, 
the new magistrate, conducted her court 
im a businesslike manner. Chicf Clerk 
Anthes, who has surved under seventy 
different judges, said-his new ‘ boss’ 
wes ** just great,” and showed as much 
cleverness 4s any man ever had shown 
his first day on the bench. 


After the morning session Magistrate 
Norris anted un interview. e said 
her work yas mdst interesting, but re- 


ferred to her lack of knowledge of ju- 
dicial duties. 

*- The press has been perfectly splen- 
did to me," she said. ‘‘ The newspapers 
have spoken of me in a very dignified 
Mmanner.”’ 


Congratulated by Women. 


In her address of congratulation at 
the opening session, Miss Wren said: 
“ As lawyers, we feel your elevation to 
the bench more decply than wonien in 
other walks of life. It was our dream 
that some day a woman would hold the 
position you occupy, and I am glad our 
dream has been realized.”’ 

Miss Frances Marion Brandon, repre- 
senting the Womens’ City Club, and 
Miss Julic Wheelock, Commander of the 
Barbara Frietchie Post of the American 
Legion, representing the women of Mag- 
istrate Norris’s district, also congratu- 
lated heft 

The cadce flushed slightly while listen- 
ing to the praise the spenkers gave her. 
She’ said that while she felt gratified 
for the honor which wus Uone her, it 
was not for hersélf alone, but for the 
womanhood in this city that she felt 
proud.

GERMAN PENSIONERS BITTER 


Retir¢d. Government Employes -See 
No Gain in Revolution. 


Bitter compleints against the new 
German Government .were voiced by 
numerous speakers at'a mecting held in 
the old Prussian House ef Lords build- 
ing on Sept. 22 by the Central Associa- 
tion of Pensioned Gérman National, 
State, and Municfpat Employes and 
Schoo! Teachers, according to. the Berlin 
Vorwiirts. It was stated that the revo- 
lution of Nov. 9 had been of no service 
to the retired Government employes, as 
their pensions had not been materially 
reised, despite the increased cost of 
living and the fact that the employes 
now in the service had been compara- 
ively well taken care of. 

Resolutions were adopted demanding 
increases in pensions at the same rate 
as the raises granted to the active em- 
ploves and that the widows of former 
employes should not lose their pensions 
upon remarriage. 

An order issued by tMe National Gov- 
ernment in September provides for a 





monthly increase of 20 markg, —— 
ning Oct. 1 and continuing to Pec 
1920, in the payments made under the 


old age and sick benefit insurance and 
of 10 marks to payments made under 
the widows’ insurance regulations. 


RATE BILL GOES TO WILSON. 


President May Veto Delayed Legis- 
tation on the Railroads. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The confer- 
ence report on the bill restoring the pre- 
war rate-making powers of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission was adopt- 
ed today by the Senate. The measure 
now goes to the President. Some advo- 
cates of the legislation would not be sur- 
prised if he,vetoed the bill because of 
delay in enacting permanent railroad 
legislation.
